I ha ve recently had m y car overhauled, 
and 
it see m* to 
knock considerably, 
pulling slowly, and a retarded spark 
does not h a v e any effect. 
I w o n d e r if 
w h at is called loading carburetor is the 
ca use? 
A loading carburetion system Is one 
In which there Is excessive condensa­ 
tion. thus m aking the m ixture too rich 
and causing trouble. 
A m otor with ti 
very long Inlet manifold is opt to load 
up. as it is called, a t low* speeds be­ 
cause tho flow of m ixture through the 
manifold is so slow com paratively th a t 
there is an opportunity for condensa­ 
tion. 
T h e 
liquid 
gasoline 
resulting 
from the condensation drops dow n Into 
the carburetor and is carried up again 
Into tin* motor. 
Tho real trouble, how­ 
ever, is caused by the gasoline globules 
traveling to convenient cylinders only, 
leaving one or tw o perhaps free to get 
a good mixture. 
T h e rem edy for load­ 
ing is to get additional lieut to tile m an ­ 
ifold, so as to assist vaporization, or 
change tho manifold.
